3. The inventions of Groups I-III are each drawn to an entirely different method requiring 
entirely different method steps and having entirely different outcomes. Each method requires 
considerations and searches not required for the consideration or search of the other methods. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the search required 
for any single group is not required for any other Group, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
